S. 0.201(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 6, 8 and 25 of the 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 ( 29 of 1986) , the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Bio-Medical Waste (Management and 
Handling) Rules, 1998, namely: - 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Bio-Medical Waste (Management and 
Handling) (Amendment) Rules, 2000. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Bio-Medical Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 1998, for Schedule 
VI, the following Schedule VI shall be substituted, namely: -

A. Hospitals and nursing homes in towns

B. Hospitals and nursing homes in towns 
with population of below 30 lakhs- 
(a)with 500 beds and above 

By 30 th June, 2000 or earlier 

(b)with 200 beds and above but less than 

500 beds 

By 31 st December, 2000 or earlier 

(c)with 50 beds and above but less than 

200 beds 

By 3 1 st December, 2001 or earlier 

(d) with less than 50 beds 

By 31 st December, 2002 or earlier 

C. All other institutions generating bio¬ 
medical waste not included in A and B 
above. 

By 31 st December, 2002 or earlier”
